Upland will “really feel the crunch” because costs are rising faster than revenues 
according to city manager Lee Travers 

Upland was fortunate that services did not have to be cut in 1974, but Travers has 
asked department heads to indicate what they could eliminate if a 10-percent cut 
were necessary. He said the information will be used by the city council in planning 
the 1975 budget 

In spite of inflation, 1974 was a year of change and expansion for Upland. One of the 
city's most exciting changes was completion of the city hall. Consolidating city ad- 
ministration into one building reduced communication problems and increased ef- 
ficiency, according to Haldeman 

Visitors from Upland’s sister city, Caborca, Mexico were particularly impressed 
with the city hall's chest-high room dividers and the modern city council chambers 
Haldeman noted that improved acoustics in the council chambers and Theta cable 
television made it possible for many residents to watch city council in action 

Landscaping of the civic center is scheduled for 1975. The city hopes to finish the 
landscaping without major cost to taxpayers by paying employees with federal public 
works funds, said Travers 

Travers himself represents a 1974 change. Pinky Alder, Upland’s city manager of 
18 years, retired in July. Travers was appointed acting manager in June and con 
firmed in October

Travers noted that more building permits were issued for single-family homes and 
condominiums than in the previous year 

Important commercial developments included shopping center expansion at 
Foothill and Mountain, a new office building in the Upland Town Center, and con 
struction of a shopping center and a savings and loan building at Euclid and Foothill 

Travers said there was expansion i light industry facilities. Projects at Mountain 
and 9th. Benson and 13th. and Benson and 14th indicate the area is opening to attrac 
tive smaller businesses, he added 

Another highlight of the vear was citizen involvement. Residents of all ages con 
tributed countless hours to such activities as coaching youth sports providing books 
for primary students, fixing meals for senior citizens and painting the memorial park 
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community center 

City services also were increased during the last year. The purchase of a brush rig 
fire engine makes it possible for the fire department to stop fires in rough terrain 
rather than waiting until the fire approaches developed areas, Travers said 

The library also increased efficiency with a machine designed to speed up the in 
volved process of checking out materials. With 1,0001,500 books checked out each 
day, that’s a change the library staff really appreciates 

Construction of a sewer interceptor across 14th Street to connect with the main 
north-south line is also a welcome accomplishment, noted Travers. That connection 
relieves overloaded lines from the northern part of Upland

Haldeman and Travers consider 1978 as the vear to solve both transportation and 
water problems. After many intensive meetings, transit service is nearing reality 
throughout the West End. Haldeman noted In January the routes will expand to the 
hospital, to Mountain Ave and will provide a transfer point with a line to Montclair 
Miata 

When more equipment is acquired and legal barriers are removed, Upland will in- 
stitute a demand-response transit system in the city, Travers said. Under the 
system, residents will be able to travel from their homes to certain destinations or 
transfer points 

For # vears residents have been concerned with the problem of getting water 
without using the ground water, he noted A proper basin management plan should be 
i reality in 1975. Such a plan is necessary for continued development of light

dry out. The ammount of water 
needed varies with each 
household, because of the 
variances in humidity and the 
temperature maintained in the 
home. Although moisture is a 
requistie, don't allow the water 
to stand in the saucer beneath 
the pot 

After the Poinsettia no longer 
looks presentable indoors, 
merely place the plant in the 
garage or in the porch — and 
forget it. In eariy spring, after 
the danger of frost has passed, 
cut off all the shriveled-up por- 
tion of the branches and plant in 
a warm, sunny spot in your gar- 
den 

In mild climates of Califor 
nia, the Poinsettia may be 
grown outdoors becoming a 
naturalized part of the 
landscape. As a shrub it will 
grow to about ten feet tall. In 
areas, where frost is 
prevalent, it should be planted 
against a sunny wall or in a 
sheltered corner

portion of thts ordinance shall sot 
abate, reduce or otherwise affect any 
consideration or other obligation 
required of the Grantee of any 
tranchise granted hereunder

and shall cause the same to be
